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N the election that settled the location of the court house in 1850, 

460 votes were cast in the county. The above 1857 photograph re- 
flects the pride of Dallas in its position of a courthouse village — and 
the activity centering around the courthouse square. Supplementing its 
grist mills, Dallas got its first factory in 1852 when a French carriage 
maker, Maxime Guillot, came from Angiers, France via New Orleans 
and set up a plant. People came from as far away as 350 miles to buy 
one of his excellent carriages. Other factories and mills went in during 
the fifties. In 1853 a brick plant was established to furnish material for 
the building boom. Before the end of the decade the town had flour 
mills, lumber mills and a wool carding and rolling plant. Industrial 
diversification and expansion proceed apace in the seventies and eighties 
and in 1885 the Mosher Manufacturing Co. began operating on lower 
Ross Avenue. Founded by Theodore Mosher the firm engaged in general 
machine shop and foundry work and the repair of steam engines. Much 
of its foundry business was in the casting of iron pillars for the fronts 
of Dallas pioneer buildings. Through the intervening years — the firm 
has grown with Dallas. Now known as the Mosher Steel Company it 
has become one of the largest steel fabricators in the South.

Politics on Capitol Hill 


‘Te ladies and gentlemen com- 
prising the second session of the 84th 
Congress convened on January 3rd, 
hearkened two days thereafter to the 
mellifluous but impersonal voices of the 
reading clerks of the House and Senate 
as they intoned with dispassionate objec- 
tivity the “State of 
the Union” message 
dispatched from Key 
West by the vaca- 
tioning President, 
and then slipped se- 
renely down the 
well-oiled ways of 
legislative proce- 
dures into the politi- 
cal sea of 1956. 

A somewhat fes- 
tive air is always managed during the 
early days of each session, the bouyant 
good humor of the holiday season per- 
vading the foregatherings of the returning 
lawmakers; and the appropriate amenities 
were again observed as the current ses- 
sion got underway, with Republican and 
Democratic leaders exchanging courtesies 
and compliments. In the House Ex- 
Speaker Martin saluted his long-time 
friend, Speaker Rayburn, on the latter’s 
birthday observance, while in the Senate 
the ranking Republican, Vice President 
Nixon, felicitated the ranking Democrat, 
Majority Leader Johnson, on the latter’s 
conspicuously successful recovery from 
the severe illness which felled him last 
summer. The Democratic leaders made 
gracious observations of their own, and 
the subordinate members of both parties 
generally contributed to the beatitude of 
the occasion. 
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Thus, the “era of good feeling,” which 
oddly characterized the tandem govern- 
ment of a Republican Administration and 
a Democratic Congress during 1955, ex- 
tended over the recess and embellished 
the early days of the new year. But the 
suspicion can be held that the exigencies 
of practical politics will soon exert their 
compelling influence on the behavior of 
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the Congress, particularly in this vital 
election year. Issues of sharp political 
controversy will inevitably arise, and 
where they do not develop naturally they 
will be created artificially, for it is axio- 
matic in political warfare that the widest 
possible gulf between the objectives of the 
two major parties must be perceived by 
the voters on election day. It would be 
unthinkable for either the Eisenhower 
administration or the Rayburn-Johnson 
leadership to permit the electorate to real- 
ize that their programs are basically so 
compatible. 

Although a variety of complex prob- 
lems will confront the Congress during 
the seven months in which it will be in 
session before adjourning prior to the 
nominating conventions, it is generally 
conceded that the principal issues which 
ultimately will dominate the session are 
taxes, foreign aid, and the farm program. 
Other measures of major importance, 
such as the highly controversial natural 
gas bill which will likely be agitating the 
Senate when these observations appear in 
print, will command considerable atten- 
tion from time to time, but the compre- 
hensive triumvirate of taxes, foreign aid, 
and the farm program will probably con- 
stitute the broad base of political activity 
during the next several months. From 
those major issues the platforms of both 
parties will principally emerge. 

During the autumn months when Con- 
gress was in recess it was generally taken 
for granted that the prospects of a bal- 
anced budget in the current fiscal year 
would precipitate a concerted drive for 
substantial tax reductions. During recent 
weeks, however, influential leaders in 
both parties have been applying the 
brakes of caution, admonishing their col- 
leagues to take a prudent second look at 
the requirements of national defense and 
the need to make at last a token pay- 
ment on the astronomical public debt if 
a surplus should exist. From the political 
point of view, although both parties would 
like to approach election day with a rec- 


ord of having supported lower taxes, 
neither would like to be maneuvered into 
a position of fiscal irresponsibility if the 
surplus should be less than anticipated 
or if increased expenditures for essential 
purposes should jeopardize a balancing of 
the budget. 

In any event, it seems certain that tax 
legislation will be deferred until spring, 
particularly since the April tax collections 
will provide a clearer picture of the Gov- 
ernment’s fiscal position. Inasmuch zs 
some tax reduction, whether justified or 
not, appears likely in an election year, 
the best prognostication at this time would 
be the eventual enactment of a Demo- 
cratic-sponsored bill to reduce income 
taxes in the lower brackets but to balance 
the loss in revenue by closing so-called 
loopholes in existing law. (In that con- 
nection it is worth reporting that rum- 
blings are being heard of an attack on the 
provision permitting married persons to 
split their income for tax purposes, and, 
if that should develop, a full-scale politi- 
cal war vitally affecting Texas and other 
community property States would erupt 
anew). 

As to foreign aid, the seeds of contro- 
versy which have been germinating for 
years will likely mature into a major re- 
view of American foreign policy during 
the debates in Congress. There still exist 
in both Houses substantial majorities who 
are reconciled to the necessity of contin- 
uing financial assistance to friendly na- 
tions, but there is evidence of a growing

dissatisfaction with the butterfingered 
administration of the enormous sums 
appropriated during the past ten years. 

Though not much political capital can 
be made in a controversy over foreign aid, 
since support and opposition will come 
from both sides of the aisle, an entirely 
different situation will develop with re- 
spect to the farm program. The biggest 
Democratic guns will be leveled against 
the Administration on this issue. Demo- 
cratic leaders are acutely aware of the 
political appeal of the “peace and pros- 
perity” platform of the Republicans, and 
will concentrate their fire on the Achilles’ 
heel of the booming economy—declining 
farm income. Many astute politicians be- 
lieve that in the last analysis the 1956 
elections will be determined by the swing 
of the farm vote in the closely contested 
pivotal States.

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From Grist Mills to Electronics: 


A HUNDRED Years ago — Dal- 
las became a city. In February, 1856, the 
City of Dallas was organized by an act of 
the Texas Legislature. The city limits were 
a half-mile square fronting on the river. 
At the first city election the following 
April, 96 votes were cast and Dr. Samuel 
B. Pryor became the first mayor of Dallas. 

Dedicated to “The City of the Future” 
— this issue of DALLAS begins a series 
of 12 numbers devoted to a hundred 
years of Dallas Progress and the outlook 
for Dallas in its second century. In keep- 
ing with this theme — this issue will point 
up the importance of three of Dallas’ new- 
est industries with the greatest promise for 
the future — Electronics, Aircraft and 
Plastics — industries that were hardly in 
the imagination of man when Dallas was 
founded. 

The “Dallas Story” is the story of a city 
that grew from a frontier settlement to a 
metropolis in less than a century. Few 
cities have achieved this remarkable 
record — but Dallas has. The business his- 
tory of Dallas is replete with romance and 
glamor — because time and again — Dal- 
las has achieved the seemingly impossible. 
The business history of Dallas represents 
not only a composite of individual suc- 
cess stories based on individual enter- 
prise — but community cooperation and 
action to insure to Dallas certain basic 
foundations in transportation, banking, 
communications and industry that made 
individual expansion and development 
possible. 

The “WHY” of Dallas’ remarkable 
growth from a frontier village to a metro- 
politan center is even more glamorous and 
romantic than its actual happening. A 
century ago — Dallas had fewer natural 
advantages — and a less promising out- 
look than many other Texas communities. 
It was favored neither by geography nor 
natural resources. A century ago — Dal-

las was just a few log cabins on the East 
Bank of the Trinity where John Neeley 
Bryan built the first cabin and laid out the 
townsite. 

The key to Dallas’ progress is wrapped 
up in the phrase: “The people of Dallas 
made it happen.” The United States Cen- 
sus of 1850 gave Dallas County a popula- 
tion of 2,743. The county was reputed at 
that time to have more towns than any 
other in the state. Among there were the 
prosperous villages of Cedar Springs, 
Hord’s Ridge, Farmer’s Branch, Cedar 
Hill and Lancaster. The town of Dallas 
was not much ahead of the others except 
for the courthouse which brought the 
people of the county here for public busi- 
ness. During the 1850-60 decade the pop- 
ulation of the county increased three-fold, 
reaching 8,665 in the census of 1860. 

All store goods came by ox wagons 
either from Houston to the South or from 
Jefferson on the East. The ox wagons car- 
ried three or four thousand pounds and 
were pulled by from ten to fourteen oxen. 
Houston and Jefferson were both steam- 
boat towns. Goods were brought by ship 
to Galveston and then up Buffalo Bayou 
to Houston. Goods that were brought to 
Jefferson came first to New Orleans by 
ship and then were sent by steamboat up 
Red River and Lake Caddo to Jefferson. 
When the roads were good, the wagon 
trips could be made from Dallas to Jeffer- 
son and back in a month. If the roads 
were bad or the streams were swollen by 
rains, no one could tell how long the trips 
would take. 

A century ago — the first industries of 
Dallas were grist mills turned by oxen or 
water power. Justin Kimball’s, “Our City 
Dallas,” records a grist mill at Farmer’s 


Branch pulled by a horse or an ox. Each 
man who had corn to grind had to furnish 


his own power to pull the mill. People 
came here from as far away as a hundred 
miles and sometimes there would be as 
many as 27 wagons waiting their turns. 

Later, a water mill was built. Another 
early mill was established in the Cedar 
Springs Community in 1851 by William 
Terry Edmondson, on the banks of Cedar 
Branch where the Pilot Institute for the 
Deaf is now located. The millstones used 
in this mill were quarried and prepared in 
France and shipped to Galveston where 
Mr. Edmondson bought them second 
hand and brought them overland to in- 
stall in his mill. 

In 1850, Maxime Guillot’s Wagon and 
Carriage Works was established in Dal- 
las. This small manufacturing plant 
marked the beginning of Dallas’. indus- 
trial diversification. The year 1859 seems 
to have been notable in achievements for 
Dallas. In that year the town had a white 
population of 678 and 97 slaves, making 
a total of 775. That same year a band of 
Mexicans in their carretas came from San 
Antonio to buy flour. They made an un- 
usual sight with the solid wooden wheels 
of their carts as tall as a man, the bodies 
of the carts covered with mats and the 
yokes tied to the horns of the oxen instead 
of their necks. They came many times 
during the next few years from as far 
away as Brownsville and throughout the 
War between the States to get flour. 

In 1869 the names of Padgitt and 
Schoellkopf came into the Dallas indus- 
trial picture for the first time. The com- 
ing of Jesse D. Padgitt and G. W. Schoell- 
kopf illustrates two major influences that 
have had a profound effect on the indus- 
trial life of Dallas — the building of the 
early railroads — and the disposition of 
Northern and Eastern traveling men to 
return to Dallas or remain here and estab- 
lish their own business enterprises. 

Jesse Padgitt was born in Tennessee in 
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“The Story of Dallas’ First Fabulous Century 
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1851 and moved to Texas when only 
three. While in his early teens he struck out 
with his two elder brothers following the 
H&TC. That was at the time when the 
railroad started building northward from 
Millican in 1867. Seldom did merchants 
stay longer than a few months in each 
town. North to Bryan, then Calvert, 
Groesbeck, Corsicana and finally Dallas. 
Jesse Padgitt was one of the first of the 
so-called terminal merchants who fol- 
lowed the railhead North. 


G. W. Schoellkopf first came to Texas 
to buy buffalo hides for a firm of New 
York robemakers, making sleigh robes for 
the fashion market of that era. Seeing the 
possibilities of the Southwest, he opened 
a harness and saddlery shop in Dallas in 
1869 to supply the demands of pioneers 
who were migrating to Texas in increasing 
numbers. These two men laid the founda- 
tions of the harness and saddlery industry 
in which Dallas was to achieve national 
leadership about the turn of the century. 

The Federal Census of 1870 gave Dal- 
las a population of 2,960 and the city be- 
gan to grow like Jack’s fabulous bean- 
stalk. Population tripled in this decade 
and the 1880 census count brought Dallas 
to a figure of 10,359. This undoubtedly 
reflects the beginning of organized civic 
effort in Dallas in 1874 with the found- 
ing of the Dallas Board of Trade. 

Previously Dallas citizens had worked 
together to secure the county seat in 1850 
and railroads in the early seventies — but 
this marks the beginning of organized 
groups under varied names extending 
through a period of 82 years to the present 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce. 

The year 1874 also marked the estab- 
lishment of The Todd Flour Mills, the

first mercantile mill in Dallas. The de- 
velopment of flour mills and the growth 
of Dallas’ carriage and harness industry 
resulted in the building of small machine 
shops and foundries to serve the area. 
Their operations later expanded to serve 
East Texas sawmills as lumbering became 
Texas’ first major industry following the 
war between the states. 

The development of Dallas as a service 
center for cotton gins and oil mills actu- 
ally marks the beginning of our modern 
industrial development — and this also 
followed the pattern of modern Dallas 
where manufacturing followed distribu- 
tion of products made in older industrial 
centers. Such names as Swann Brothers 
and Robert S. Munger came into the Dal- 
las industrial picture in the early eighties. 
Mr. Munger’s cotton gin improvements 
later developed into The Continental Gin 
Company. 

Mosher Steel Company came into the 
Dallas industrial picture in 1885, manu- 
facturing cast iron store fronts and col- 
umns. Sutton, Steele & Steele came in 
1888 making and repairing direct current 
motors and generators. Austin Brothers 
began fabricating iron and steel in 1889 
and the Fleming Paper Mill began oper- 
ations in 1893. Olive & Myers began 
manufacturing furniture in Dallas in 
1899. It is significant that this firm and 
the Murray Company, established in 1900, 
were considered to be on the industrial 
outskirts of Dallas at that time. 

The development of the Mexia Oil 
Field in 1920 marked the beginning of 
Dallas’ growth as a supply and manufac- 
turing center for oil field supplies. Proctor 
& Gamble established their Dallas plant 
in 1921 and the Ford Motor Company

Nearly 19,000 Dallasites were directly 
employed by the aircraft manufacturing 
industry as of December 1955, and the 
number is expected to swell by another 
1,000 or more during 1956. 

The spadework for this multi-million 
dollar weekly payroll was done in 1940 
when North American Aviation broke 
ground for a plant at. Dallas’ Hensley 





Field. The move was bold and a drastic 
departure from the practice of concen- 
trating aircraft plants on the Northeast 
or West coast, but it paid off handsomely. 

Texas labor proved itself not only cap- 
able of matching the output and ingenuity 
of labor on the East and West coasts, but 
it surpassed it at nearly every turn. 

Dallas established an enviable name in 
the field of aviation manufacturing as 
production records were set right and 
left. Texas labor not only produced more 
airplane for the manufacturing dollar but 
Texas engineering made the airplanes 
better, safer and cheaper with numerous 
improvements and innovations. 

On each type of aircraft, Dallas, work- 
ers set production efficiency records which 
were not equalled by aircraft workers any- 
where else. 

North American turned out 24,000 
fighters, bombers and trainers at the 
Dallas plant during World War II, but its 
assembly lines shut down abruptly on the 
day following the Japanese surrender. 
The plant was deactivated, and some 16,- 
000 skilled aircraft workers were dis- 
missed. 

But Dallas know-how had impressed 
veteran North American executives Rob- 
ert McCulloch and H. L. Howard. Mc- 
Culloch had served as general manager of 
the Dallas plant during the last year of 
the war and Howard had served as the 
plant’s comptroller. 

Together McCulloch and Howard 
evolved another bold plan that resulted 
in the organization of TEMCO. This at 
a time when the aviation industry was cut- 
ting back drastically in anticipation of the 
lean post-war years. 


TEMCO started out with a subcon- 
tract for the C-82 Packet in late 1945... 
and began building. From a net worth of 
$414,917 in 1946 TEMCO has developed 
into one of the nation’s leading aviation 
engineering and construction organiza- 
tions with a net worth of $10,163,630. 

TEMCO occupied the “A” unit of the 
former North American plant. . . but the

mammoth “B” unit was still vacant. 

The Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
went looking for a tenant for the plant 

. and found one. 

After long and secret negotiations 
Chance Vought Aircraft . . . a leader in 
the aircraft industry since 1917 . . . added 
a new dimension to the Dallas industrial 
picture by transferring its entire opera- 
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tion from Stratford, Connecticut, some 
1,687 miles distant. The dramatic develop- 
ment has been described as the largest 
industrial move ever undertaken in the 
United States. 

Today, with nearly 12,000 employees, 
Chance Vought is Dallas County’s largest 
single employer and boasts a payroll of 
more than $1,200,000 a week.

With the area firmly established as an 
aircraft manufacturing center . . . a third 
major plant rounded out the industrial 
industry in the Dallas area when the 
helicopter division of Bell Aircraft built 
a new plant at nearby Hurst, in 1953. 

In studying the operations of these 
three aircraft plants it becomes apparent 
that they all three have one big thing in 











common. They are all leaders in their 
fields, they’re all pace setters and not con- 
tent unless they are ahead of the pack. 
This is no hollow boast, but is solidly 
borne out by fact. 

Let’s take TEMCO first. 


Time was when a sub-contractor in the 
airframe industry was merely one who 
provided added manufacturing capacity 
for a prime contractor. The prime con- 
tractor was responsible for tooling, de- 
sign and all but the actual sub-assembly. 

But all that has changed today, thanks 
largely to the aggressive leadership of 
TEMCO. 

In July of 1955 TEMCO announced 
that contracts had been received from 
Convair for tooling and detail parts fabri- 
cation on assemblies of the B-58 Hustler. 
TEMCO had long been doing the tooling 
for parts it manufactured but this B-58 
sub-contract was something really new 
in that the parts TEMCO was authorized 
to tool and fabricate were designed by 
TEMCO engineers under a previous de- 
sign contract. 

Thus, TEMCO became a pioneer in 
offering the aircraft manufacturing in- 
dustry a complete subcontracting service 
including design and development as well 
as tooling and manufacture. 

TEMCO design leadership, however, 
goes back beyond this new service. The 
company is now producing a number of 
TEMCO designed “Alpha” electronics 
systems for the U. S. Navy and its engi- 
neers are continuing development work 
on classified aircraft, missiles and weap- 
ons systems of original design. On the 
commercial side, TEMCO’s “Riley Twin,” 
a twin-engine executive conversion of the 
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single-engine Navion, has been licensed 
by the C.A.A. as a new aircraft type. 
Right now at TEMCO’s three plants in 
Dallas, Garland and Greenville, work is 
underway on the production of major 
assemblies for 13 different aircraft types, 
including parts and assemblies for the 
Boeing B-47 and B-52, Lockheed’s P2V-7, 
C-130 and “Electra” trubo-prop trans-

port; McDonnell’s F-101, RF-101 and 
F3H, Republic’s F-84F, North Ameri- 
can’s F-100; Convair’s B-58, Chance 
Vought’s F7U-3, Fairchild’s C-123, and 
other aircraft which can’t be mentioned 
because of security restrictions. 

In addition the company is overhauling 
Navy “Super-Constellations’ and Air 
Force C-46 aircraft, and is busy develop-

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ing its own new Model 58 primary and 
armament trainer. 

Some idea of the scope of TEMCO 
operations can be grasped from the fact 
that work is now being done for five U.S. 
government services: Coast Guard, Navy, 
Army, Air Force and the Atomic Energy 
Commission; nine foreign governments; 
ten scheduled U. S. airlines, nine foreign 
airlines and two major U. S. non-sched- 
uled airlines. 

It takes a lot of know-how to carry on 
a production schedule like that . . . and 
TEMCO’s employees have become well- 
known in the industry for their ingenious 
innovations. 

A well managed suggestion program is 
the spawning ground for many of the 
employee ideas that save TEMCO nearly 
$1,099,090 annually. Such developments 
as a circle-cutting attachment for a band- 
saw and a machine that makes various 
sizes of cartons from standard sheets of 
corrugated paper have gained interna- 
tional prominence and usage. 

TEMCO is definitely a leader in its 
field and that leadership extends 
from top flight executives to skilled shop 
labor. 

But as was brought out earlier . . . avia- 
tion industry leadership is peculiar to 
Dallas firms. 

Let’s look at Chance Vought. 

It can truly be said that Chance Vought 
is a plant where tomorrow is today’s 
business. 

The big project at Chance Vought now 
is the brand new F8U-1 Crusader which 
just bagged for the firm a $100,000,000 
Navy contract. This slender, swept-wing 
jet broke the sound barrier on its first 
flight and has been described as the 
“world’s fastest Navy fighter.” 


While the Crusader is already in pro- 
duction, it is still somewhat of a stranger 
to Dallas skies, and will continue to be 
so until the completion of runway length- 
ening operations sometime this spring. 
The powerful jet is just too much airplane 
for the present Hensley field runways. 

Also of top importance at Chance 
Vought is the Regulus guided missile, 
which was the first such weapon to be- 
come operational with the fleet. Of course

Vought grew up with naval aviation, 
(Chance Vought V-9’s were aboard the 
Navy’s first aircraft carrier the USS Lang- 
ley) so it was quite natural that the navy 
should call on Vought to develop its first 
guided missile. 

The result of the project which began 
back in 1947, was the Regulus, named 
for a star of the first magnitude in the 
Constellation Leo. 
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The surface-to-surface jet-powered 
missile was developed with one very im- 
portant factor in mind. It must be recover- 
able. 

This feature has saved the Navy mil- 
lions of dollars, since Regulus trainer can 
be reused up to 15 times. 

Designed for launching from subma- 
rines, surface ships and shore bases, Reg- 
ulus has increased tremendously the 
striking power of the Navy’s surface and 
submarine forces. A swept-wing, turbo- 
jet-powered “flying bomb,” it can deliver 
a powerful warhead at transonic speeds 
over a range of hundreds of miles, guided 
along its course by a built-in electronic 
“brain.” And in the case of test missiles, 
it can be brought in safely on its own 
landing gear and reused numberable 
times. 

Chance Vought in its Regulus program 
did far more than develop a missile — the 
company pioneered in developing the 
Weapons System concept in the missile 
field. This concept involves all phases of 
planning, development, manufacture and 
utilization, not only for the missile but 
also for all necessary supporting elements 
to fulfill the operational role of the 
weapon. 

Another series of firsts were copped for 
Chance Vought by the F7U-3 Cutlass, 
twin jet fighter now on duty with the fleet. 

The Cutlass was the Navy’s first fighter 
designed from its inception to utilize after- 
burners, power controls, artificial feel 
systems and automatic stabilization sys- 
tems. It was the Navy’s first production 
swept-wing jet fighter to land aboard a 
carrier, to achieve supersonic flight, to 
release bombs at a speed faster than 


sound, and to catapult from a carrier

Advances in 
Electronics are creating new jobs in Dal- 
las by the hundreds—jobs that did not 
exist a few short years ago—jobs made 
possible by swift advances in the fields 
of Electronics, military systems and geo- 
physics—jobs requiring so much basic 
knowledge that a large percentage of new

employees in this industry must be col- 
lege graduates. 

New jobs and opportunities throughout 
U.S. Industry are being created in Dallas 
electronic plants and laboratories. From 
Dallas research laboratories and produc- 
tion lines are coming new commodities 





to meet needs never before satisfied— 
mass produced high temperature silicon 
and high frequency germanium transitors 
—miniature electronic components of ex- 
treme accuracy, capable of measuring 
time in terms of one millionth of a sec- 
ond—rmilitary airborne detection systems 
—intricate parts of guided missiles that 
find and destroy their targets. 

Out of military necessity and the de- 
velopment of compact equipment used in 
supersonic fighters, atomic submarines 
and inter-continental bombers — Dallas 
plants are producing miniature trans- 
formers, resistors, capacitators and tran- 
sistors—pea size devices that are rapidly 
displacing bulky, fragile vacuum tubes. 
Miniaturization and precision control of 
electric power are keys to the future of 
the Electronics industry. This promises 
a whole new field of industrial and con- 
sumer products—tape recorders and ra- 
dios that fit easily into your pocket— 
hearing aids built into eye glass frames— 
computers that calculate payrolls and 
elections, improved methods and sensitive 
instruments for locating oil deposits and 
the basic components for “Electronic 
Brains” that will operate production lines 
of the future. 

The pace of Dallas expansion in elec- 
tronics is reflected in employment figures 
of its two largest firms in the industry. 
At the end of 1955, Texas Instruments, 
Inc., employed more than 2,800 people 
and Collin Radio Company has 1,875 
people on its payroll. This is significant 
in view of the fact that only six manu- 
facturing firms in Dallas employ more 
than a thousand people. Sales figures for 
Texas Instruments for 1955 reported by 
its president J. E. Johnson, reached an 
all-time high of $28,300,000 up from 
$24,400,000 in 1954. Collins Radio Com- 
pany with headquarters in Cedar Rapids, 


Iowa, and another plant in Burbank, 
California, reported gross company sales 
of $108,164,000 for 1955, up from $90,- 
300,000 in 1954. James G. Flynn, vice- 
president in charge of the Dallas Division 
which was established five years ago, re- 
ports that this fast growing units ranks 
second only to the parent company plant. 

Another slant on the growth of Dallas 
in electronics is reflected in the record of 
Engineering Supply Company, a subsid- 
iary of Texas Instruments. This firm be- 
gan business in 1937 serving primarily

geophysical firms in the area. Its business 
has increased 75 times over—and from 
100 per cent service to geophysical, it has 
changed to 75 per cent of its business with 
aircraft and electronic industries. Since 
the geophysical business has shown a sub- 
stanial increase, this points up the ad- 
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vancement of Dallas as a center for elec- 
tronics distribution as well as manufac- 
turing. 

Expansion plans of Texas Instruments 
and the production outlook of other 
major firms also point up the future of 
the Electronics Industry in Dallas. Texas 
Instruments has recently purchased two 
hundred and fifty acres on North Central 
Expressway for future plant expansion. 
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ENGINEER checks quality control of grown junc- 
tion crystals on Texas Instruments production line. 


In the electronics industry, 1955 will go 
down as the year in which the long- 
heralded transistor began to find wide- 
spread application in commercial prod- 
ucts Texas Instruments firmly established 
its nationwide lead in transistor develop- 
ment and manufacture. This Dallas firm 
is now the largest producer of germanium 
radio transistors and the exclusive com- 
mercial source for high temperature sili- 
con transistors. 


The Components Division of Texas 
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Instruments—also expanded its operation 
in 1955 with the purchase of the assets 
of the Randell Corporation, a precision 
resistor firm and consolidated them with 
the TI Components Division. Marketing 
activities of Texas Instruments also en- 
tered a new phase in 1955 with the open- 
ing of region offices staffed with repre- 
sentatives of the various manufacturing 
divisions in Los Angeles, Chicago and 
New York. HTL opened a branch office 
in Calgary, Alberta, and branch offices 
were continued in Dayton and Washing- 
ton for TI. 

The Texas Division of Collins Radio 
has not only assumed a large part of 
Collin’s engineering and production re- 
sponsibilities, but has become the head- 
quarters for the company’s entire sales 
organization and the operating base for 
its world-wide field service organization. 
James G. Flynn, Jr., Collins vice-presi-

Collin’s overall employment in Dallas is 
up 400 during the past two years and the 
firm is constantly expanding its operations 
to provide employment opportunities in 
Dallas for engineering talent, skilled

Industries of the Future: Plastic; 






Dantas has a toehold on the 
“second fastest” growing industry in the 
nation. It is not a large hold yet, but it is 
definitely a strong one. And it is here to 
stay. 

The industry is plastics — an industry 
as multi-faceted as the products which 
that industry manufactures. 

Plastics. The word has an almost mys- 
terious ring to it, and one visualizes all 
kinds of items — from shower curtains 
to dinnerware — any of the thousands, 
millions, of products for home and in- 
dustry. To mention even one tenth of the 
products which are either partially or 
completely made of plastic would take 
hundreds of pages. 

In fact, plastics have become so much 
a part of the average man’s life that he 
has come to the stage of taking them for 
granted. 

What’s behind the simple little every- 
day plastic products? A vast and compli- 
cated industry. It is an industry, experts 
say, exceeded in growth only by aviation. 
It is an ever-changing industry as flexible 
as many of its wonderous products. 

It is an industry where startling innova- 
tions are an everyday affair. It is an in- 
dustry of molds and cutting machines, of 
molten lava-type materials of brilliant 
colors and of brittle, razor thin sheets of 
clear substances. It is a miracle industry. 
And Dallas has a part of it. 

In general, the plastics industry can be 
classified into four basic divisions: the 
manufacturer, distributor, the fabricator 
and the retailer. Although Dallas is not a 
national leader in any of these four fields, 
it has a hand in all of them. 


Among major Dallas manufacturers 
are Linehan & Co., 2026 Irving Boule- 
vard, and Plastics Manufacturing Com- 
pany, 825 Trunk Avenue. 

Mike Linehan, Jr., said that his firm 
does “injection molding and extrusion 
along with foaming of thermoplastic 
materials.” 

“With injection molding,” said Linehan, 
“we make plastic mailboxes, rolling pins, 
switchplate shields and other household 
articles.”

Using extrusion, the firm makes rigid 
and flexible plastic pipe and tubing for 
wholesale plumbing, hardware and air 
conditioning uses. 

With its foaming process, Linehan 
mukes a plastic duck decoy and items for 
the packaging trade. The firms also does

custom molding and makes plastic film 
and sheeting. 

Plastics Manufacturing, on the other 
hand, deals exclusively with plastic din- 
nerware, and in that field has recently 
made an innovation — a process by which 
two solid colors are fused into one unit 
of molded dinnerware. 

The company makes Texas Ware and 
is a pioneer in dining service synthetics. 
Under the name “Color-on-Color,” the 
newly-developed process has a U. S. patent 
pending, and is being introduced during 
January at the National China Show in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and at the National 
Housewares Show in Chicago, III. 

Announcement of the new _ process 
came from W. L. Cone, Sr., vice-president 
and general manager of the Plastics 
Manufacturing Company. Cone estimated 
that 10 million molded dinnerware pieces 
have been produced in the company’s 10- 
year history. And the firm has manufac- 
turer’s representatives in 12 marketing 
regions covering the United States. 

The successful development of the first 
unbreakable, all-plastic vacuum bottle by 
General Molded Plastics of Dallas bids 
fair to revolutionize a $300,000,000 
industry. 

Production of the revolutionary new 
vacuum bottle is due to start February 1 
in the company’s new plant at 5151 Sharp 
Street in the Inwood Industrial district, 
according to Harris Brin, president. 

“Advance orders and trade interest will 
force us to start operations on a round- 
the-clock basis,” Mr. Brin said. General 
Molded is now taking orders for the un- 
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breakable vacuum bottle for February 
delivery. 

Developed after many months of re- 
search and engineering effort, the bottles 
are the first of their kind ever made. 

A leading Dallas custom molder is 
Hanszen Plastics Company, 835 South 
Good Latimer Expressway, which pro- 
duces, among other things, vinyl plastic 
in the form of an installation strip in vari- 
ous colors for corrugated fiberglass sheets. 

The firm does a lot of fiberglass work 
by compression molding. For the past 
year the firm has worked with vinyls and 
is at present producing vinyl photographic 
tanks for a large industrial company. 

“The plastics field is just now opening 
up in Dallas,” said President E. W. Hans- 
zen, and he predicted that Dallas is the 
coming plastic center of the Southwest. 
His comments were echoed by Tommy 
Tucker of Tommy Tucker Plastics, soon 
to move into a new building at 131 Leslie. 

Tucker’s firm makes packaging and in- 
dustrial components, among them air con- 
ditioning housings and airplane parts. The 
firm also is a Dallas leader in multi- 
colored displays and is one of the largest 
distributors of plastic materials in the 
Southwest. Some of its side products in- 
clude switchplate shields and office sup- 
ply products. 

Tucker knows first-hand the growth of 
the plastic industry, especially in Dallas. 
He began in 1950 by selling pieces of 
plastic sheeting on a door-to-door basis 
and operated out of his garage. This 
month he will move into his third building 
— this one 13,500 square feet in size. 
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Another top fabricator in the Dallas 
area is C. P. Waggoner Sales Company of 
Grand Prairie. Waggoner fabricates boat 
windshields, airplane windshields and 
stocks all industrial plastic sheets, rods 
and tubes. 

The firm carries phenolic laminated 
resin and plexiglass materials, along with 
cellulose acetate, flexible and rigid vinyl,

vinyl tubing, polyethelyne tubing, corru- 
gated fiberglass sheeting and teflon. 

Among major distributors are Kearney 
& Sons, 2850 Logan, and DuPont, Mon- 
santo Chemical Company and Celanese 
Corporation all have representatives in 
Dallas. 


William Kearney pointed out that his 
firm is a distributor of U. S. Plywood Cor- 
poration for wall covering and upholster- 
ing material throughout Texas and 
Oklahoma. 

Pete Kent, sales representative for Mon- 
santo Chemical Company, said his firm 
makes the full range of seven of the major 
types of plastics. 

They include Polystyrene (razor cases, 
toys, housewares); polyethylene (squeeze 
bottles, packaging film, wax additive); 
phenolics (cooking utensil handles and 
televsion set parts); melamine resins 
(dishware, adhesives, paint additives); 
ureas (surface coatings, industrial paints) ; 
vinyl chloride (accessories, shower cur- 
tains, table cloths, floor tiles and records); 
cullulosics (cellulose acetate sheeting). 

Speaking for Celanese Corporation, di- 
vision manager Tom Harber said his firm 
manufactures and distributes molding 
materials such as cellulose acetate and 
forticel. Celanese also manufactures cel- 
lulose acetate for cast sheets and films and 
resins for reinforced glass. Celanese is 
warehoused in Dallas since 1944, and the 
Dallas sales office is the distribution cen- 
ter for the Southwest. 

W. I. Steele, sales representative for 
Rohm & Hass, located in the Southland 
Life Annex, said his firm supplies Dallas 
companies with plexiglass for signs, in- 
dustrial glazing, building skylights and 
lighting fixtures and a “myriad of miscel- 
laneous things.’ 

And, he added, the plastics industry is 
growing five faster than other 
industries.

Not only is it 
known and recognized by the millions of 
former Scouts, but its opening lines have 
come to signify the highest ideals of 
citizenship. 

Next month, on February 8, the Boy 
Scouts of America will celebrate the 46th

birthday of the organization that owes its 
existance to the traditional Scout’s good 
turn. 

As any Scout can tell you, the Scouting 
movement was begun in England by Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell shortly after the 
turn of the century. 

Scouting was brought to America in 
1910 by William D. Boyce, an American 
publisher. 

Boyce learned about Scouting through 
the good turn of an unknown English 
Scout who came to the American’s aid 
during a dense London fog in 1909. When 
the Scout had guided Boyce to his destina- 
tion he refused to accept a shilling for his 
services, explaining that he was a Scout 
and that Scouts did not accept tips for 
good turns. Boyce asked the boy more 
about Scouting and was finally taken to 
the nearby office of Baden-Powell. 








The following year Boyce incorporated 
the Boy Scouts of America, and today in 
Gilwell Park, England there stands a 
statue to the unknown English Scout 
whose daily good turn brought the Scout 
Movement to the United States. 

Since its founding in 1910 over 24,- 
500,000 Scouts and leaders have taken 
part in the Scouting program and some 
4,000,000 men and boys are building 
Scouting at a record pace today. 

Scouting is broken down into three pro- 
grams: Cubbing for boys 8-11, Scouting 
for boys 11-14, and Exploring for boys 
14 and over. Each of the three programs 
is designed to meet the physical, emo- 
tional, spiritual and mental requirements 
of the particular age group. 

Here in Dallas County there are 15,791 
boys registered in 468 Cub, Scout and Ex- 
plorer units. Working with these boys are

over 4,500 volunteer adult leaders who 
give freely of their time to supervise the 
Scouting activities. 

Roughly one out of every four boys 
of Scout age in Dallas County is taking 
part in the program . . . the percentage 
would be much higher, but there is a 
critical shortage of both units and adult 
leaders. New units are being organized 
daily but can’t keep up with the growing 
boy crop. There is a great need for new 
units to be sponsored by churches, 
schools, civic organizations, labor unions 
or industrial groups. Boys want Scouting 
and boys need Scouting and it’s unfair to 
have to refuse Scouting to boys because 
of a shortage of units and leaders.

$1000 A DAY GIVE-AWAY 


Pians for Dallas Unlimited’s 
second special event — a week-long pro- 
motion called Downtown Dallas Centen- 
nial Days — were previewed at the annual 
membership luncheon of the Dallas Re- 
tail Merchants Association, Jan. 10. 

About 100 merchants, members of Dal- 
las Unlimited and special guests interested 
in the promotion of downtown Dallas, 
heard Eugene Sanger of Dallas Un- 
limited’s special events committee outline 
the plans for the second spectacular event 
in the year-round campaign to call atten- 
tion to Dallas as Texas’ Largest Shopping 
Center. 

Outgoing president of the association, 
George F. Pierce, urged the support of the 
promotion and outlined problems facing 
the downtown district in 1956 like traffic, 
parking and the summer business slump. 

In presenting plans for the downtown 
promotion scheduled to run Jan. 30 to 
Feb. 4, Eugene Sanger said the title Down- 
town Dallas Centennial Days” was se- 
lected in honor of the 100th aniversary of 
Dallas’ incorporation as a city, Feb. 2, 
1956. 

The centennial date was chosen as a 
theme for this next event,” Sanger said, 
“because the downtown area was the be- 
ginning and is still in the hub of the whole 
city.” He added that the extended time for

Hotel Official Predicts 
Dallas Convention Boom 


The head of one of the country’s major 
hotel chains recently explained that the 
main reason his organization was plan- 
ning to build a hotel in Dallas was be- 
cause Big D is centrally located to attract 
national conventions. 





Ernest Henderson, Sr., president of the 
Sheraton Corporation, optimistically pre- 
dicted that with the development of hotel 
facilities, Dallas may become one of the 
country’s great convention centers. 

At present, immediate prospects give 
Big D two new hotels—the Statler Hilton, 
Opened this month, and the Sheraton- 
Dallas, a 600-room hotel to be con- 
structed in the Southland Center develop- 
ment. Ground-breaking ceremonies for 
the development, bounded by Live Oak, 
Olive, Bryan and Pearl, were held last 
month. 

Mr. Henderson explained that Texas 
climate and glamor have always worked 
in favor of holding conventions here and 
now Dallas should be able to handle con- 
ventions at least twice as large as before. 

Mr. Henderson said the luxury hotel, 
the Sheraton-Dallas, will have the largest 


® banquet facilities in the city. 
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He pointed to two benefits accruing 
from the larger conventions. More dele- 
gates will mean more money spent in 
Dallas, and many convention visitors can 
be expected to form busniess ties here 
on a permanent basis. 
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Private Airport Planned 
In County North of Big D 


Air-minded Dallas appears about to get 
a major private airport — this one near 
the northern tip of the county. 

W. T. Overton has disclosed plans to 
start construction on the airport in late 
spring. It will be located on 384 acres of 
land which must first be zoned for the 
venture. This is expected to take place in 
February. 

The land, leased with option to buy 
after 60 lays, is expected to cost between 
$1,500 and $2,000 an acre — or a maxi- 
mum of $768,000. 

In addition, construction the first year 
alone is expected to cost at least one mil- 
lion dollars. 

Builders of the airport hope to offer 
corporate aircraft everything they can now 
obtain at increasingly crowded Love Field. 

Tentative plans call for 24-hour-a-day 
operation of an airport with a 4,700-foot- 
long runway (longer than that at Red Bird 
Airport southwest of Oak Cliff), excellent 
night-lighting equipment, the latest in 
radio equipment and a hangar big enough 
to accommodate transient private aircraft 
on cross-country flights. 

Mr. Overton said the airport will be 
built to accommodate twin-engine craft, 
Convairs, and eventually jets. 

The field will be reached easily via 
Highway 77, Inwood Road, Preston Road 
or Central Expressway.

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YMCA: 


The story of the Dallas YMCA 
over the past few years can be reduced to 
one word — GROWTH. 

Breathlessly trying to keep pace with 
the growth of the city, the Y has expanded 
in all directions, and finds itself constantly 
requested for more and more services in 
existing branches. 

Most dramatic moment of its entire his- 
tory, perhaps, was one day last spring 
when the then six-branched Dallas asso- 
ciation at one fell swoop added three 
more. These new YMCA’s, which are op- 
erating out of offices for the present, are 
located in Grand Prairie, East Dallas and 
White Rock. Other branches are Down- 
town Y (the parent association), Moor- 
land Oak Cliff, Park Cities-North Dallas, 
Southeast Dallas and Camp Grady 
Spruce. 

Along with the increase in the number 
of areas served has gone an increase in 
memberships in the existing branches. As 
of Jan. 1, the Dallas Y’s numbered some 
21,000 members (men and women, boys 
and girls). Membership income in these 
Y’s, when compared with that in other 
cities over the United States, is exceeded 
only by that of five major cities: New 
York, Chicago, Brooklyn, Detroit and St. 
Louis. 

The Dallas Y also operates four camps. 
One of them, Camp Grady Spruce on Pos- 
sum Kingdom Lake, has full branch 
standing. Others are Camp Pinkston near 
Lancaster, Tex., operated by Moorland 
Y, Kiwanis-YMCA Camp on Bachman 
Lake operated in cooperation with the 
Dallas Kiwanis Club, and Harmony 
Ranch near Denton, Texas, operated by 
the Park Cities-North Dallas Y. 

Partially responsible for the increase in 
memberships has been the expanded pro- 
gram offered to Y members. Activities are 
far from limited to swimming and gym 
instruction. So diversified are the various 
programs of the branches that only a 
glimpse of them can be given. 

One phase of Y work that is compara- 
tively recent is the Indian Guide program. 
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crapbook 


This is designed for fathers and their 
young sons, to help cement a strong, 
warm relationship with “Dad.” Most 
branches are developing this immensely 
popular program, but outstanding are the 
Indian Guides at Park Cities-North Dallas 
branch. They have 33 active tribes, the 
largest number reported by any branch Y 
in the country. 

The YMCA’s club program has as its 
goal preparation for citizenship. These 
clubs serve boys (and some girls too) in 
grade schools (called Gra-Y clubs), in 
junior high schools (junior Hi-Y clubs) 
and in high schools (Hi-Y clubs). When 
girls participate, the clubs are called 
Tri-Hi-Y. 

Each year the Hi-Y clubs take part in 
the now famous youth and government 
project. For weeks, club members study 
civic and state problems, and draw up 
bills which they would like to see passed 
by the state legislators. In December, rep- 
resentatives from Dallas clubs and others 
all over the state go to Austin during a re- 
cess of the legislature and take over the 
state Capitol for a few days. 

A governor and other top officials are 
elected from among their number, bills 
are presented, argued, killed or passed. In- 
valuable insight into the wheels of govern- 
ment is given the youth who will be its 
citizens in a few years. 

All YMCA’s offer a variety of whole- 
some athletic and outdoor activities. In 
addition, in the various branches, to name 
a few, are listed opportunities for partici- 
pation in such things as public speaking, 
bridge classes, dramatics, drawing and 
painting, sewing, cooking, fencing, water 
ballet, self-improvement (for women and 
girls), parent education, singing, danc- 
ing of various kinds, photography, con- 
versational Spanish and French, the prob- 
lems of teen-agers, income tax, interna- 
tional affairs, woodcraft, model building 
and many more. 

The YMCA’s governing body is a board

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City Council Accomplishes 
Great Deal in Busy 1955 


Business as usual had an activity-full 
ring to it for Dallas City Council last 
year. 

It was a year of constructions, argu- 
ments, plans for the future and a con- 
sistent forging ahead for the city as a 
whole. 

All in all, Council met 55 times (at $20 
per Councilman per meeting), acted on 
5,676 items big and small, and filled 650 
12x18-inch sheets of paper with ordi- 
nances. 

Actions ranged from refunding a $3 
overparking ticket to approval of the 
$20,000,000 Sabine River dam—a project 
to assure Dallas a future water supply. 

Incidentally, Council took another step 
during 1955 to alleviate the water short- 
age. In a highly controversial move. 
Council hired rain-maker Dr. Irving P. 
Krick for $52,000 a year to get rain over 
the Trinity watershed. 

Most of Council’s major actions con- 
cerned construction of one sort or an- 
other. Extensive improvements were ap- 
proved for Love Field and a better than 
$4,000,000 contract was awarded for an 
airport terminal. 

The usual run of sewer and street im- 
provements went over the table. And a 
City-County Crime Laboratory and $800,- 
000 Public Health Building were ap- 
proved. 

Construction, meanwhile, got under 
way during 1955 on items approved the 
year before. Work is still going strong 
on the $8,000,000 Dallas Memorial 
Auditorium. 

And the $2,500,000 Dallas Public Li- 
brary was completed and put into opera- 
tion. 

Major problems facing the Council 
this year include a $41,000,000 2-year 
capital improvements bond issue and four 
city charter amendments. These, along 
with the Sabine River project, will be 
submitted to the public for a vote on Jan- 
uary 31. 

Councilmen, with Mayor R. L. Thorn- 
ton as head, are: Vernon S. Smith, W. J. 
Harris, O. H. Vickery, J. R. Terry, Milton 
Richardson, W. C. (Dub) Miller, Arthur

Chance Vought Gets Navy 
Contract for Jet Fighters 


Chance Vought Aircraft, Incorporated, 
has received a Navy contract for some 
$100,000,000 worth of F8U-1 Crusader 
jet fighters, described as “the world’s fast- 
est Navy fighter.” No delivery dates have 
been revealed. 

Chance Vought was contracted to de- 
velop the Crusader after its design won 
out in competition with seven other air- 
frame manufacturers. 

The plane’s experimental prototype, 
XF8U-1, exceeded the speed of sound on 
level flight in its first flight, March 25. The 
first F8U-1 production model took to the 
air September 30. 

The single-jet plane was designed for 
faster-than-sound operation from air- 
craft carriers, for a high rate of climb, ex- 
ceptional combat ceiling and penetration 
of the sound barrier in level flight. 

The Crusader is now in production in 
Chance Vought’s Dallas plant which also 
builds F7U-3 twin-jet Cutlass fighters and 
Regulus guided missiles for the Navy.

Streetcars About Through. Dallas’ 
last remaining streetcars are about to 
reach the end of the line. W. R. Burns, 
president of the Dallas Transit Company, 
has announced that the Sunset-Hampton- 
Second-Junius streetcar line, the only re- 
maining one in Dallas transit, will bow 
out on January 14. Starting the following 
day, all DTC customers will ride buses on 
all routes. Conversion to buses (449 mo- 
tor-driven and 80 trolly-coaches) will end 
29 years of gradual reduction of the num- 
ber of streetcars used. 
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Decemser 31, 1955, will be a 
date long remembered in the history of 
Southland Life Insurance Company.

The State Board of Water Engineers 
has approved the Dallas-Sabine River Au- 
thority agreement whereby Dallas will ob- 
tain some 160,000,000 gallons of water 
a day from the Sabine River.

Everywhere that oil has been produced, 
refined, processed or transported by pipe- 
line, it was considered an authoritative 
voice on the problems and developments 
of this vastly-complex field. 

But for The Petroleum Engineer, like 
almost any other publication, advertising 
is its life-blood. And this is the responsi- 
bility of Abbott Sparks.

Local Overhaul, Modification and Maintenane Facilities Tops 


Expanpinc with Dallas’ avia- 
tion leadership, the many faceted aviation 
service and supply industry has drawn 
national and even international attention 
to the city as a center for maintenance, 
overhaul, modification and servicing 
equipment. 

Right at the top of the list is mush- 
rooming Southwest Airmotive which has 
been busy making aeronautical history. 
Southwest has moved into the enviable 
position of opening the nation’s first jet 
overhaul facility outside those of the mili- 
tary and of the engine manufacturers 
themselves. 

The firm’s 100,000 square foot engine 
shop has moved into full production of 
jet engine overhauls under an historic 
“guinea pig” contract with the U.S. Air 
Force. Its first overhaul was completed 


marking both the opening of the new plant 
and the firm’s 25th anniversary. 

On the opposite side of Dallas’ Love 
Field is Dallas Aero Service, of the na- 
tion’s pioneer aviation concerns. Founded 
in 1920 as part of Dallas Aviation School 
by Major W. F. (Bill) Long, Dallas Aero 
is equipped for maintenance and overhaul 
of aircraft and engines, modifications, 
servicing and storage, and also has a large 
sales department. 

In addition Dallas Aero operates Dal- 
las Avionics, which specializes in all 
phases of aviation electronics and com- 
munications and provides service, sales, 
overhaul and maintenance for all types of 
commercial, private and executive air- 
planes. 

Another Love Field based industry 
specializing in radio and: electronics is

by the end of July, 1955 —a scant 150 
days after the contract’s receipt. Within 
that five month period, SAC amazed the 
industry by investing more than $1,000,- 
000 in tooling and plant additions and in 
employee training. 

Now in an enviable “first” position, 
SAC anticipates eventually performing jet 
engine work for commercial airlines. 

Also on SAC’s agenda this year is the 
launching of construction on a new 
$2,000,000 business aircraft terminal and 
service facility, and a distributor-sales 
headquarters, second to none in the 
nation. 

Southwest anticipates the completion of 
the new facility by the end of this year — 
just in time for the company to get set for 
a double-barrelled celebration early in ’57 
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Associated Radio. This firm has gained 
considerable recognition in the field of 
aviation electronics and radio design and 
installation. 

Also among the area’s major service 
and supply installation are the J. R. Gray 
Company and Mustang Aviation, both 
offering aircraft maintenance, storage and 
service. Mustang Aviation also operates 
air ‘taxi service and is a member of the 
national Air Taxi organization. 

Based at Red Bird Airport, Dallas non- 
airline municipal field, is Texair. Founded 
at the old Clearview Airport, Texair 
moved to Redbird in 1948, and for some 
time was the only tenant on the field. 
Through 1953 the firm concentrated its 
efforts on the sales and servicing of busi- 
ness and private aircraft, but its operations 





now encompass the storage, service, over. 
haul and repair of all types of business and 
private planes. 

Another Red Bird tenant is the Collins 
Radio Company which leases one of the 
municipally-owned hangers to house its 
aircraft installations department. Both 
military and civilian aircraft are flown into 
Red Bird for Collins to make prototype 
installations and special military installa- 
tions of communications and navigational 
equipment. 

Collins has also installed a Terminal 
VOR station at the intersection of the run- 
ways. The TVOR, valued at some $20,000 
is a fine navigational aid which Collins has 
indicated it will give to the city. 

A national leader in the field of aircraft 
engine overhaul is Dallas Airmotive, Inc., 
who at 6114 Forest Park Road overhauled 
more airplane engines than any other com- 
pany in the United States during 19955. 
The 2,200 engines overhauled last year 
were under contracts from the Air Force, 
Coast Guard, Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration, business and executive plane op- 
erators, scheduled airlines and foreign 
governments. 

In addition to the overhaul of engines, 
Dallas Airmotive has sold more than 
$8,000,000 in airplane engine and com- 
ponent parts since 1947. | 

Executive Aircraft Service, which leases | 
Garland Airport, has grown into one of | 
the nation’s leading specialists in the field | 
of modifying, converting and maintaining | 
multi-engine business aircraft. Since its | 
founding in 1945 Executive Aircraft has 
done more complete multi-engine business 
aircraft modifications than any other firm 
in the United States. 

Company owned planes from all over 
the world are brought to the EAS base, 
including aircraft from South America 
and Indonesia. 

Thus Dallas has established itself as 
the center of still another expanding “in 
dustry of the future,” and as in the past 
“Big D” has not only responded to new 
industrial demands by meeting them but 
by surpassing them.

with nearly two and one-half tons of ex- 
ternal stores. 

Many major design features now stand- 
ard in modern jet aircraft, including the 
irreversible power control system in- 
stalled in all high performance aircraft, 
were developed’ by the Chance Vought 
engineering department and pioneered by 
the Cutlass. 

The Cutlass, Regulus and the Crusader 
all attest to the leadership of Vought engi- 
neering skill in one of the most competi- 
tive fields in American industry. 

Aviation is an engineers’ industry . . . 
and there are nowhere near enough to go 
around. Today at Vought there are 241 
different job classifications in which a 
graduate engineer or scientist may be em- 
ployed, and 2,200 employees or one out 
of every eight on the payroll is an engi- 
neer. 

This situation is explained by the fact 
that as the design of the product increases 
in complexity, so do the problems which 
confront the manufacturing technical 
sections such as manufacturing planning, 
planning, tool design and manufacture, 
quality control and industrial engineering. 

The amazing complexity of today’s air- 
craft calls for an amazing complexity of 
jobs, machines and tools. Aviation has 
come a long way from the days of Chance 
Milton Vought, when one man could de- 
sign an airplane, and skilled bicycle me- 
chanics could put it together. 

The industry has also come a long way 
from the days of the legendary devil-may- 
care test pilot who faced death daily to 
prove an airplane’s worthiness. 

There are still test pilots today . . . but 
their job is pretty much like everybody 
else’s at Chance Vought. They let elec- 
tronics do their work for them. 

Take “Iron George” as the ungainly 
mockup of the Crusader is known among 
employees. “Iron George” is the most 
unbirdlike airplane in the world, made of 
huge steel girders to test the Crusader’s 
flight control system. 

Hooked up to this monster of steel are 
the latest “electronic brains” to help in 
determining the Navy’s fighter’s reactions 
to movements of the ailerons, elevators 
and rudder. It has no jet engine, only elec- 
trically driven pumps furnishing hydrau- 
lic pressures to actuate the control sur- 
faces. The only thing faintly resembling 
an airplane is the wide open pilot’s seat 
with a four-instrument panel in front of 
it and a six-foot section of the F8U-1’s tail 
with a vertical stabilizer atop it. 
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In place of the moving ailerons, eleva- 
tors, rudder and working parts are mov- 
ing arms that duplicate mass and inertia 
of the surfaces. These are hitched to scien- 
tific instruments which measure the force 
applied when the stick is moved. 

After three months of “flying” in Iron 
George, Chance Vought engineers put in 
more than 300 hours of “stick time.” By 
the time the F8U-1 flew, they had more 
than 500 hours of “flight experience” in 
the plane. 

Another electronic device which 
Vought workers have dubbed “The Brain” 
is the Electronic Analog Computor. 

The Brain is capable of solving in 30 
seconds, a calculation that would take a 
single engineer working 48 hours a week, 
six weeks to complete. 

The engineers who nurse The Brain 
boast that it can simulate either an air- 
plane travelling at supersonic speeds or 
a steel mill just by spinning a few dials. 

The computor sets up electronic cir- 
cuits which duplicate given forces acting 
on airplane or guided missile in flight. 
Such things as speed, altitude, pitch, and 
turn are fed into the machine, then multi- 
colored pen points transfer the informa- 
tion to a chart which is interpreted by 
waiting engineers. 

Actually, this type of complicated elec- 
tronic device is so imperative to the con- 
struction and testing of today’s high speed, 
high performance, electronically con- 
trolled aircraft and missiles, that without 
the aid of such devices as The Brain and 
Iron George their development would be 
impractical. 

But again, these are only the begin- 
nings. Such developments as a telemeter- 
ing and idea reduction facility now in 
operation at Chance Vought really make 
the layman’s brain spin. The telemeter and 
idea reducer enables observers to have in 
a few hours, the same information that 
formerly took days or week to obtain. 

This device is designed to transmit in- 
formation from a plane in flight to a 
ground station. It features a visual panel 
which permits ground observers to watch 
a score of different things such as the 
plane’s angle of attack, G forces, rate of 
roll, stick position, pitch and yaw rate 
and pressure on rudder pedals.

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Higher KRLD-TV Antenna 
Increases Reception Area 


Hardly had telecasting begun from 
KRLD-TV’s new antenna atop Hill 
Tower, owned jointly with WFAA-TV, 
than letters began pouring in telling of 
KRLD-TV’s greatly extended and im- 
proved reception. 

The station’s maximum-power signal is 
now being boomed out from 1,521-foot 
high Hill Tower, the tallest structure in 
Texas and the second tallest in the world. 
It pokes its steel finger 1,685 feet skyward 
above the average surrounding terrain. 

As television is carried on waves along 
a straight line, the higher the antenna the 
greater distance the signal can reach. Con- 
sequently, since Hill Tower is more than 
three times as high as KRLD-TV’s former 
transmitting facilities, the signal carries 
much further than it used to. 

Hill Tower, incidentally, is located near 
Cedar Hill at the highest point in Dallas 
County. It is 50 feet taller than the Em- 
pire State Building, nearly twice the 
height of the Eiffel Tower in Paris, and 
almost three times the height of the Wash- 
ington Monument.

First, we would like to report that the entire issue of Ling Electric Capital Stock has 
been sold or subscribed to. Since this stock was first offered to the public in September, we 
feel honored that the public responded so rapidly in becoming part owners of our company. 


Secondly, we would like to report on the earnings of Ling Electric, Inc. We reported 
at our recent first annual stockholders meeting that the expected taxable earnings and the 
appraisal income, based on an increase in value of corporation owned properties, would be 
upwards of $400,000 after suitable operational reserves and before federal income taxes.

Because of the earnings for 
the year, our stockholders approved a 10 percent stock dividend and also put their stamp 
of approval on our present expansion program, as well as the plans for future operations 
of our business. 


Our program has gained national attention and is showing a great potential for future 
growth.

HE buffalo trade reached its peak in 1875 — with Dallas the world’s 

largest market — just three years after the above 1872 photograph 
showed Elm Street looking west from Murphy. A total of $6,000,000 was 
in circulation in the Dallas area and firms from the North and East had 
begun to establish branch houses in Dallas. Dallas also became a gas- 
light town in 1874. On June 22 the city turned on 102 artificial gas street 
lamps. The gas was piped in wooden mains but most people continued 
to use kerosene lamps and candles, More city atmosphere came to Dallas 
in 1875 when the Le Grand Hotel opened and made the boast of being 
the most elegant hotel in the South. A thirty foot chandelier hung in 
the lobby with 70 gas jets aflame. In 1882 the first electric arc lights 
came into use but Dallas homes and industry continued to depend on 
gas for lighting. In 1893, when John G. Fleming came from Oregon to 
establish the first paper mill in the Southwest, his small operation de- 
pended on gas and kerosene lamps for industrial lighting. Since the 
founding of the original Fleming Plant, four succeeding generations 
have carried the development of this industry forward. Today — the 
weekly production of the plant exceeds a thousand tons and its products 
are sold throughout the nation and known throughout the industry.
